ACTION VOW ON 
TOWN PARKING

ACTION is being promised 
over complaints that Oswest¬ 
ry’s residential streets are be¬ 
ing choked up with commut¬ 
ers parking and walking into 
the town centre to work. 

Householders are finding it impossi¬ 
ble to park outside their homes, refuse 
collectors can’t access many roads and 
drivers face dangers coming out of 
side streets blocked by vehicles. 

This week Oswestry Town Council backed 
plans by Shropshire Council to bring in parking 
restrictions at a number of hotspots around the 
periphery of the centre. 

Councillors also gave their 
backing to residents who are 
asking for help in implementing 
a residents-only parking order 
in Ferrers Road. 

David Gradwell, Shropshire’s 
area traffic engineer, said park¬ 
ing restriction proposals for 
Victoria Street, West Street and 
Edward Street had been put 
forward after complaints from 
the refuse collection contractor 
that bin and recycling lorries couldn’t access the 
roads because of parked cars at the junctions. 

Oswestry Mayor Paul Milner said simi¬ 
lar parking problems in the Welsh Walls area 
meant that motorists struggled to get out from 
side roads onto the main roads. “Drivers are 
having to pull right out into the middle of the 
main road because of cars parked too close to the 
junction,” he said. He said he was pleased coun¬ 
cillors at Monday’s meeting had agreed to help 
residents with issues in getting a residents-only 
parking order. The mayor said: “Residents have 
told me they can’t park outside their own homes 
not only in the Trinity area but in many parts 
of Oswestry because of people parking during 
the daytime when they come into the town. We 
have a couple of long stay car parks in Oswestry 
where people can park for just £1 a day.” Shrop¬ 
shire Council is also considering restrictions in 
Morda Road close to the Marches School. 

Restrictions are also being proposed for 
Thomas Savin Road, the entrance to Oswestry’s 
Primary Care Centre.

THE seal of approval has been given to a cam¬ 
paign to save historic buildings at Gobowen 
Railway Station. 

An open day was held at the station to give 
people an insight into the dream of running 
the platform buildings as a community enter¬ 
prise. 

The Save Our Station appeal says the beau¬ 
tiful properties, from traditional Victorian 
to an ornate, Italian-style building, could be 
bought for £150,000. 

But restoring them will also cost money. 


And while some of the funds will be available 
in grants, those behind the appeal say some 
will have to be raised locally. 

The open day at the station drew not only 
rail passengers but also villagers, keen to 
know more about the appeal. 

Visitors filled in questionnaires giving their 
ideas for the future of the buildings. 

Representatives from the groups involved, 
who were on hand during the day, included 
Gobowen and Selattyn Parish Council and 
Three Parishes Big Local group and various 


railway organisations. Spokeswoman Sheila 
Dee said there had been a lot of interest in 
plans to buy and restore the buildings. 

Mrs Dee said: “We are aware that this is a 
big challenge and the group was keen to speak 
with the local community to find out their 
thoughts. These buildings are part of an im¬ 
portant gateway to Gobowen and are possibly 
the most historic buildings there.” 

Earlier this month the station won two 
community rail awards.

Police following 
lines of inquiry over 
abduction reports 

POLICE say there are investigating a 
number of lines of inquiry into two re¬ 
ports of attempted abductions of chil¬ 
dren. 

Every school in Shropshire was notified 
by the council of a report that a teenage 
girl was approached by a man in a black 
van in Longueville Drive in Oswestry on 
Tuesday last week. 

The previous week there was a report 
of an 11-year-old boy being approached by 
a motorist as he got off a bus after school 
in Weston Rhyn. 

West Mercia Police say that officers 
have an open mind on aspects of the most 
recent report. 

Detective Inspector Mark Jones, said: 
“We understand this is a concerning inci¬ 
dent for the community and we are work¬ 
ing hard to investigate and understand 
the full circumstances. 

“We have liaised with local schools 
and parents and we want to reassure the 
wider community that there will be in¬ 
creased patrols in the area. 

“We are keeping an open mind on 
whether this is linked to any previous in¬ 
cidents and we are conducting a full and 
thorough investigation. 

“As with any reports of this nature, we 
are thoroughly investigating a number of 
lines of inquiry.” 

Following the reports, council bosses 
advised schools not to allow children to 
walk to and from school alone. 


CRIME 

Hunt is launched 
for armed robber 

POLICE are hunting an armed robber 
after an Oswestry shop assistant was 
threatened with a knife. 

A man burst into the Co-operative store 
in Cabin Lane and threatened a female 
cashier with a blade. He stole an amount 
of cash from the till before fleeing. 

The robbery, at 10.45pm on Sunday, 
came almost exactly a week after two men 
brandished a knife in the Co-operative 
store in Castle Street in the town before 
making off with cash. Detectives said they 
were keeping an open mind over whether 
the two robberies are linked.

THE operator of a skate park 
who held an illegal Halloween 
rave party at the premises where 
a man collapsed and later died 
has been given a suspended 
prison sentence. 

Crispin Wrigley had deliberately 
failed to tell police investigating the 
death that there was a basement at 
the premises at Rednal, near Oswest¬ 
ry, where the party was held two years 
ago. 

The 39-year-old businessman was in se¬ 
rious breach of fire safety regulations and 
revellers were said to have been ‘partying 
in a powder keg’ at an event which also had 
no music or alcohol licence. 

Wrigley was given a total of 18 months in 
prison, suspended for two years, and must 
be on a monitored curfew for the next three 
months during an appearance at Shrews¬ 
bury Crown Court. 

Judge Jim Tindal said that while Wrigley 
was not legally responsible for the death of 
20-year-old Matthew Jones, who died on 
the way to hospital, he had run an illegal 
and gravely unsafe party. 

Wrigley, of Cabin Lane, Oswestry, must 
also complete 300 hours unpaid work, the 
maximum allowed, and pay £5,000 towards 
the estimated £40,000 costs covering the 
Shropshire Fire & Rescue Service and 
Shropshire Council investigations and the 
court proceedings. 

He had pleaded guilty to a charge of per¬ 
verting the course of justice and 16 offences 
relating to fire safety rules and licence reg¬ 
ulations at an earlier hearing. 

His partner, Krissy Simpson, of the same 
address, was also in court and pleaded not 
guilty to a charge of putting people at risk 
of death or serious injury under fire safety 
regulations. 

Warren Spencer, prosecuting for the 
fire service, said that Wrigley had take full 
responsibility and Simpson’s plea was ac¬ 
cepted and offered no evidence. 

Nicholas Walker, for Wrigley, said his cli¬ 
ent had shown remorse and had taken full 
responsibility for his actions. 

The court heard Mr Jones, of Johnstown, 
near Wrexham, is believed to have taken 
controlled drugs at the party and collapsed 
in the early hours of November 1, 2014, as 
he celebrated his 20th birthday and died 
later in hospital. 


A DOZEN volunteers who turned their re¬ 
dundant village hall into a thriving commu¬ 
nity shop have received an award for their 
efforts. 

The band of dedicated volunteers run Lla- 
nfechain Community Shop, near Oswestry, 
which sells milk, bread, meat, groceries, 
newspapers and magazines despite not hav¬ 
ing any paid employees. 

The shop is one of a growing number of 
community shops springing up throughout 
the UK drawing on advice and expertise 
from The Plunkett Foundation which sup¬ 
ports community enterprise. 

In recognition of their efforts, the Lla- 
nfechain volunteers received an annual 


Community Action award from the Powys 
Association of Voluntary Organisations 
(PAVO). 

Dick Row, representing the volunteers, 
travelled to Wyeside Arts Centre, Builth 
Wells to receive the accolade from The Hon 
Dame Shan Legge-Bourke, Lord Lieutenant 
of Powys. 

Mr Row said: “We were delighted to win 
the community action award which is a 
crystal, shard-like trophy. 

“We have it on display proudly in the 
shop in a safe place out of the reach of little 
hands. Representatives from organisations 
as wide ranging as community transport, 
the fire service, school groups, support for 


dementia, still births and breast feeding 
gives some idea of the awards’ scope. 

“With all that worthy competition the 
shop volunteers were amazed, yet delighted, 
to be presented with the trophy for winners 
of community action and runners-up in sus¬ 
tainable communities. 

“Our volunteers have been running the 
shop for the past six years after we decided 
to develop the redundant village hall into a 
shop. Volunteers give varying amounts of 
time each week although the day is divided 
into three-hour shifts. 

“Llanfechain Community Shop has be¬ 
come the hub of the village, fulfilling roles 
too numerous to mention.”

Drink issues 
'start in the 
family home' 

LACK of parental guidance and ed¬ 
ucation on alcohol is a larger factor 
in the problem of underage drinking 
than drinks being sold at “pocket 
money” prices, it has been claimed. 

Councillor Vince Hunt, who repre¬ 
sents Oswestry West on Shropshire 
Council and is chair of Oswestry’s 
Community Alcohol Partnership (Os- 
CAP), said “cheap education” is more 
of a problem than “cheap prices” 
when it comes to the issue of tackling 
underage drinking. 

He made the comments after a 
study from the Alcohol Health Alli¬ 
ance concluded that little has changed 
in recent years when it comes to peo¬ 
ple being able to buy cheap booze 
from supermarkets and off-licences. 

Councillor Hunt said: “I do think 
young people’s attitudes to drink 
starts at home. 

“I personally think price isn’t com¬ 
pletely relevant because they will have 
drink somehow, and in supermarkets 
nowadays you have the Challenge 25 
policy. 

“In some cases it’s parents filling 
their house up with drink but it’s that 
lack of education. 

“It takes that degree of responsibil¬ 
ity from parents to educate their kids, 
and Os-CAP’s ethos was teaching 
youngsters about the health implica¬ 
tions from drink and advising them. 

“I do think cheap education is more 
of an issue than cheap prices though.” 

Youngsters asked 
for library views 

CHILDREN and young people in 
Powys are being asked to give their 
views on their local library. 

Powys County Council’s Library 
Service is taking part the Welsh 
Government’s Welsh Public Library 
Standards survey, which will end on 
Saturday next week. 

Children and young people under 
the age of 16 are being asked for their 
view on their local library. The results 
will show how they currently use the 
library service and their satisfaction 
with the services currently on offer 
to them. 

If any child or young person goes 
into the library during the survey pe¬ 
riod, they will be asked to complete a 
simple, confidential questionnaire giv¬ 
ing their views. If they are unable to 
complete it themselves, a parent/carer 
or a member of library staff can help 
them. 


Farmer issues worrying 
warning over TB danger

A FARMER fears the UK is head¬ 
ing for a TB epidemic - especially 
among rural families with young 
children - unless bovine TB (bTB) 
is controlled in wildlife, as well as 
cattle. 

Montgomeryshire Farmers’ Union 
of Wales county chairman Mark Wil¬ 
liams, 38, who farms in Forden near 
Welshpool, has had his 120-strong 
herd of suckler beef cattle shut down 
because of bTB since the spring. 

He has seen at first-hand how devas¬ 
tating the disease can be on a daily basis 
emotionally and economically for working 
farmers. But his biggest fear is the as-yet 
unseen potential impact on the health of 
the nation’s children - and his own. He 
said experts warn that the risk of human 
disease rises when animal infections are 
not controlled. 

“I have a young family - Arthur, aged 
seven, George, five and two-year-old John 
- and my main worry is that TB is transfer¬ 
able to humans,” said Mr Williams. “At the 
weekend, I was moving sheep from where 
badgers had used the field and I had to keep 
telling my boys to stay away - but you can’t 
always guarantee they will listen. 

“If badgers continue to have bTB-in- 
fected status, I think we are going to face 
real health problems in the human popu¬ 
lation. Badgers are wonderful animals and 
there’s nothing I like better than showing 
my boys foxes, badgers and birds in the 
countryside but we have to find balance. TB 
is costing taxpayers hundreds of thousands 
if not millions of pounds. In my own experi¬ 
ence, it is not going to get better. 

“Badgers, like foxes, can get into urban 
areas, they share dog and cat food and I’ve 
seen school playing fields that have been 
used by them as a toilet area. My farm may 
go bTB-clear next time but it is only a mat¬ 
ter of time before bTB will come around to 
my farm and other farms again unless it is 
eradicated from the wildlife.” 

Mr Williams said: “We have strict bios¬ 
ecurity for cattle on my farm where cattle 
don’t have contact-to-contact physically. 
Even so, one farm will be clear while a 
neighbouring farm will go down with TB, 
so that tells me that the problem is com¬ 
ing from another source - clearly the wild¬ 
life. Badgers eat hedgehogs and there is no 
shortage of them in my area.” 


Council named the best in Britain

OSWESTRY Town Council has 
been named the best in Britain. 

The council was given the honour 
of Star Council of the Year for 2016 
by the National Association of Local 
Councils at a ceremony in Birming¬ 
ham. 

A volunteer-based CCTV system 
and monthly health forums were 
cited by judges as among the rea¬ 
sons for giving the award to the 
council. 

The authority also runs the 
town’s markets and many of its 
car park, cares for Cae Glas Park 
and the remains of the motte and 
bailey castle, ensures the shopping 


centre is full of floral decorations 
in the summer and festive lighting 
at Christmas and puts on a host of 
events, from the Youth Music Festi¬ 
val to a new, re-enactment day. 

Competition judges said Oswestry 
had been an “outstanding council” 
for a number of years. 

“Its national award-winning 
CCTV is an extraordinary example 
of partnership working,” they said. 
“The council has expanded the ser¬ 
vice and now monitors cameras for 
a neighbouring local council. 

“It has helped set up a local health 
forum which brings together in one 
place all the major health providers 


in the county to Oswestry on a quar¬ 
terly basis, no mean feat.” 

Mayor, Councillor Paul Milner, 
said Oswestry was proud to be the 
association’s flagship council for 
2016/17. 

“This is a wonderful accolade for 
the town, its council and everyone 
who works with us throughout the 
year to deliver so many services and 
events,” he said. 

“I was so very proud to receive the 
award and to hear the praise and ap¬ 
plause from the very large audience.

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Roads blocked 
after two crashes 

TWO roads either side of the Shrop¬ 
shire border were blocked at rush 
hour after accidents, one of which in¬ 
volved a motorcyclist. 

The first collision was between a car 
and the motorbike on the B4396 close 
to Knockin, near Oswestry, at about 
3.30pm on Monday. 

Police and ambulance were called 
to the scene. The road was blocked 
between Llynclys and the A5 but was 
fully clear by 6pm. 

The extent of the motorcyclist’s in¬ 
juries are not known. 

The second collision happened on 
the A483 between Welshpool and 
Newtown at about 4pm, between a 
lorry and a car. 

The road was closed briefly but then 
re-opened with one lane blocked. 

No-one is believed to have been se¬ 
riously hurt. 

Man died after 
collision tragedy 

POLICE in North Wales have con¬ 
firmed that a man injured in a 
three-vehicle crash near the Chirk by¬ 
pass has died. 

The man died in hospital following a 
three-vehicle crash. 

The 73-year-old man, from Ruabon, 
was one of the drivers involved in the 
crash which happened between the 
Halton Roundabout near Chirk and 
Ruabon. 

The accident happened on October 
13 and North Wales Police said he 
died on Monday last week. 

The collision resulted in the road 
having to be closed in both directions 
for about six hours. 

Witnesses to the collision should 
call North Wales Police on 101. 

Crews called out 
to help rescue dog 

FIREFIGHTERS took to the water 
to rescue a dog from the bottom of a 
quarry. 

Shropshire Fire and Rescue Service 
was asked to step in after the animal 
had fallen into Blodwell Quarry at 
Porthywaen, south of Oswestry. Fire 
crews went to the scene at about 6pm 
on Wednesday last week. 

Two crews from Oswestry were 
joined from crews from Shrewsbury, 
including the water rescue unit. The 
boat was needed to access the base of 
the quarry to reach the dog by 7.45pm.

A SHOP assistant was threatened with a knife in the second armed 
robbery in Oswestry in a week. 

A man burst into the Co-operative store in Cabin Lane, Oswestry and threat¬ 
ened a female cashier with a blade. He stole an amount of cash from the till 
before fleeing, police said. 

The robbery, at 10.45pm on Sunday, came almost exactly a week after two men bran¬ 
dished a knife in the Co-operative store in Castle Street in the town, before making off 


with cash. Detectives said they were 


‘keeping^ an open mind” over whether the two rob- 
-iberies are linked. 


Firm looks 
for growth 

A TELECOMS firm is targeting a record 
year of growth after relocating to new of¬ 
fices.

Further growth of at least 20 per 
cent is predicted for the coming 12 months 
as a result of the move. Jeremy Rose, man¬ 
aging director, said: “This is a great move 
for our business and gives us the independ¬ 
ence and space to grow.” 


No-one was injured in Sunday’s incident, 
but the cashier and her colleague, also fe¬ 
male, were shocked by the incident. 

In the latest offence the robber is de¬ 
scribed as a white male, 5ft 8ins to 6ft tall, 
wearing a dark hooded jacket with the hood 
pulled over his head and part of his face, 
dark jeans, shoes and gloves. 

Investigating officers would like to hear 
from anyone who was in the area at the 
time of the incident, or noticed anyone 
acting suspiciously earlier in the evening. 
No arrests have been made over either rob¬ 
bery. 

Detective Sergeant Oliver Ewels, from 
Shrewsbury CID, said: “The incident did 
not last very long and, fortunately, no-one 
was injured. 

“We are keen to trace the offender as 
soon as possible, however, and would wel¬ 
come any information which would help 
our investigation. 

“We are keeping an open mind as to 
whether it is linked to any other incident.” 

A spokesman for the Co-op said: “There 
was an incident in our Cabin Lane, 
Oswestry, store at approximately 10.45pm 
on Sunday. An armed intruder entered the 
store. Our CCTV coverage has been shared 
with the police, who are investigating.” 


Kittens are dumped by A5

ABANDONED on the side of the busy A5 
in a cardboard box marked CDs - these two 
cute kittens have definitely used up a cou¬ 
ple of their nine lives. 

Thelma and Betty, as they have been 
named, were left at the accident blackspot 
of Shottaton crossroads, north of Oswestry. 

They were spotted by a driver who 
stopped to investigate the box with holes 
punched into it at 10pm on Tuesday last 
week. Inside, cowering on a purple towel, 
were the tabby kittens. Unable to look 
after them herself, the woman rang Park 
Issa Vets in Oswestry, which agreed to take 


them in. A member of staff went into the 
centre in the middle of the night to take care 
of the cats. Staff say if they had climbed out 
of their cardboard box, they probably would 
have been killed on the road. 

They will remain at Park Issa for the next 
few days, getting plenty of attention from 
the staff. 

If the kittens are not claimed, staff will 
look for a home for them, insisting they will 
stay together. 

Katie Colohan from Park Issa, said the 
pair were thought to be six-month old sis¬ 
ters and said they were very close.

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Youth services could have a 
reprieve after council move

PLANS to cut youth service funding in half across Shropshire have 
been deferred in a shock move. 

Councillor David Minnery, Shropshire Council’s cabinet member responsible 
for the services, said he wanted the authority’s scrutiny committee to look at 
ways of continuing to provide the same level of service. 

The announcement came at last week’s cabinet meeting where members were given 
a paper recommending that funding for youth services across the county was cut from 
£234,950 to £117,250 for next year. 

Sessions in Shrewsbury, Oswestry, Market Drayton, Whitchurch and the Rea Valley 

would have been hit.

Men avoided 
paying tax 
on tobacco 

THREE men avoided paying more than 
£60,000 in duty on illegal tobacco. 

Customs officers kept watch on a vehi¬ 
cle where they believed illegal tobacco was 
being transferred. When they moved in to 
arrest those involved they found 352 kilo¬ 
grammes of hand-rolled tobacco. 

A total of £61,000 in duty had not been 
paid, Mold Crown Court was told. 

Stephen Jones, 59, of Beechley Road in 
Wrexham, who earlier admitted fraudu¬ 
lently evading duty in July of last year was 
jailed for 15 months.Two others, Kevin 
Cauldwell, 46, of Miller’s Field, Morda, 
near Oswestry and David Evans,43, of 
Stanley Road, Ponciau, Wrexham, admit¬ 
ted the same charge. 

Cauldwell received six months, sus¬ 
pended for a year, and Evans four months 
suspended for a year. The case against a 
fourth man, Michael Mullins, 48, is yet to 
be dealt with. 

Prosecuting barrister Robert Edwards 
told the court that on July 8 last year cus¬ 
toms officials were keeping observations at 
a service station near Rhostyllen, on the 
outskirts of Wrexham. A van arrived driven 
by Mullins, he chatted to Jones, and Evans 
and Cauldwell were seen to arrive in a taxi. 
The officers who were keeping observa¬ 
tions believed that a transaction was about 
to take place and moved in to arrest them. 
It was the prosecution case that Jones was 
the local facilitator and that Cauldwell and 
Evans were there to buy the tobacco. 


Introducing the paper, Councillor Min¬ 
nery said: “I am proposing that the matter 
not be determined today but the topic be 
deferred to the appropriate scrutiny com¬ 
mittee. I fully accept and understand it has 
been through that committee previously 
but ask members to understand that was 
under a different regime. The direction of 
travel is not one totally supported by my¬ 
self because I think there are opportunities 
to continue to deliver these services using 
partner organisations.” 

He added: “It could enable us to maintain 
current provision at existing levels.” 

The decision was welcomed by the lead¬ 
ers of both opposition parties, Labour and 
the Liberal Democrats. 

Under the proposals Shrewsbury would 
have lost £40,000 in grants currently given 
to Shrewsbury Town Council for the ser¬ 
vice. 

Oswestry’s grant for youth services 
would also be cut from £24,640 to £11,500, 
Market Drayton from £24,060 to £11,500, 
Whitchurch from £15,580 to £11,500, and 
Longden, Ford, Rea Valley and Loton from 
£16,630 to £6,000. 

A decision to cut funding for youth ser¬ 
vices on a scaled basis was made in 2014. 

Last year Shropshire Council stopped 
providing the services directly and started 
providing money for other organisations to 
deliver the services. 

Jay Moore, the former chairman of the 
Fusion Arts group which runs services 
in Oswestry, has previously said that the 
cuts could lead to the end of youth sessions 
in the town. He said: “We are told that 
Oswestry’s grant for youth services will be 
cut from £24,640 to £11,500. No it won’t, 
Oswestry will not have a youth service, that 
is the reality of these cuts. 

“The young people in our town will be 
left with nothing to do, nobody to engage 
with and guide them.” 

He said over the past four years of Fusion 
Arts working at The Centre the staff had 
helped scores of young people. 


ORGANISERS of remembrance services 
are hoping that families of those whose 
names are inscribed on two village war me¬ 
morials will come forward to take part this 
year. 

Young men from Selattyn and Gobowen 
were killed in battle in both the First and 
Second World Wars and each November 
residents pay tribute to them in moving 
ceremonies at the two memorials.Parish 
councillors are now hoping to seek out de¬ 
scendants of the soldiers to give them an 
opportunity to take part in the wreath lay¬ 
ing ceremonies. 

Council chairman, Huw Ellis, said: “My¬ 
self and others have walked past the war 
memorial in Gobowen and Selattyn on 
many occasions. 


“How many times have we stopped for 
a moment’s reflection to spare a thought 
for the individuals named on them or their 
families? Each and everyone who died was 
a member of a family whether a son, a 
brother or cousin, or a husband or father. 
Each families suffered a major loss. 

“We have the opportunity to acknowledge 
their sacrifice at the annual remembrance 
service and at a recent parish council meet¬ 
ing it was suggested that we should seek out 
a descendant of the individuals to give them 
the opportunity to take part in the wreath 
laying ceremony and pay their respects.”

BREEZE ABOUT 
TOWN 


This week an historic oak tree 
was facing the chop, smack in 
the middle of a town’s cemetery 
- a decision affecting dozens of 
families whose loved ones are 
buried in the shade of the Welsh¬ 
pool landmark. 

Powys County Council owns 
the Maesgwastad Cemetery, and 
acting on the advice of experts, 
has called in tree surgeons to 
remove the decaying oak, wor¬ 
ried that the imposing landmark 
could fall causing damage to 
both the living and the dead. 

All the families that I have spo¬ 
ken to who are affected by this 
decision are sympathetic and 
fully understand that actions 
need to be taken. 

But similarly all are disappoint¬ 
ed that they were not contacted 
by the council before the news 
broke last week. How could that 
happen? 

Someone at Powys County 
Council is responsible and some¬ 
one has been extremely insensi¬ 
tive. How could an authority not 
contact the bereaved families 
whose loved ones are buried in 
the shade of this great oak? Why 
were they not informed and had 
to read the news in the press? 

One mother had to seek spe¬ 
cial dispensation to visit her 
daughter’s grave on the ninth 
anniversary of her passing. 
Thankfully both the authority and 
contractors were compassionate 
enough to afford her the oppor¬ 
tunity to visit as usual. 

There are lots of questions 
which need answers about the 
way this has been dealt with. 

The council deserves praise 
for recognising the danger levels 
at the cemetery but must surely 
be taken to task on its lack of a 
communications policy over the 
essential work. 

Affected families are also to 
be praised for quickly turning 
such a negative situation into 
a positive by launching a fund 
raising campaign to help provide 
a permanent wood sculpture at 
the cemetery, using the trunk of 
the oak tree. This is a marvellous 
idea and let’s hope it receives 
the backing it deserves. 

It’s been a great week for 
Oswestry Town Council and 
its Town Clerk with the council 
named National Association of 
Local Councils council of the 
year and David Preston elected 
as President Elect of the Society 
of Local Council Clerks. 

These are the highest possible 
honours for the council and its 
clerk and it has to be said thor¬ 
oughly deserved. Both the au¬ 
thority and the individual can feel 
rightly proud of achieving such 
outstanding recognition. 

During my time helping to 
launch and run the Oswest¬ 
ry Chronicle I was always im¬ 
pressed by the council and in 
particular the professionalism of 
Mr Preston and his team.

Saving makes sense to 
avoid festive hangover 


How will families in debt 
cope with the cost and the 
pressure of Christmas? 
MARK ANDREWS reports 

ALREADY talk is turning to 
Christmas...restaurants are 
plugging their festive menus 
and speculation has begun 
about this year’s Christmas ad¬ 
verts. 

As the old cliche goes, Christmas 
comes earlier each year. 

Well, for thousands of families, Christ¬ 
mas has only just ended. Well at least 
paying for it has. New figures released by 
the Halifax reveal that the average fam¬ 
ily only finished off paying for last year’s 
Christmas bill in April. 

And a Shropshire debt advice centre 
is urging people to start planning for the 
festive season now, so they do not find 
themselves overwhelmed with debt once 
the festivities are over. 

Jane Preston, who runs the Christians 
Against Poverty debt centre in Muxton, 
says now is the time for people to start 
thinking about how they are going to 
start paying for their Christmas celebra¬ 
tions. 

The debt centre opened last Novem¬ 
ber and has already helped many people 
manage their financial problems. In some 
cases, the charity has gone as far as tak¬ 
ing on people’s debts, managing their in¬ 
comings and outgoings until the debt has 
been cleared. 

But Mrs Preston says much of this 
heartache can be avoided if people start 
thinking now about how they are going to 
pay for the festivities. 

“There’s a lot of hype from marketing 
people about buying the perfect Christ¬ 
mas, which we know in our hearts isn’t 
real life, but we all so easily get swept up 
in it,” says Mrs Preston. 



Some will be filled with dread as Christmas looms and 


“Before all that hits our screens, now 
is the time to get together our own per¬ 
sonalised plans for an enjoyable, stress- 
free celebration. 

“There are loads of ways to get 
started - the main thing is setting your¬ 
self a target and deciding on your tac¬ 
tics. The last thing your family would 
want is to see you in financial trouble 
in 2017.” 

The figures from last year make for 
disturbing reading. In November 2015, 
borrowing on loans and credit cards 
soared to £1.5 billion, an 8.3 per cent 
surge over the course of the year - the 


highest increase since 2006, just before 
the financial crash. 

According to the Halifax, the aver¬ 
age person spent an average of £506 on 
Christmas last year, when gifts, food 
and drink, and socialising are all taken 
into account. In the West Midlands, the 
figure falls to £485, and in Wales it is 
£453, but the figure will still come as 
shock to many. Interestingly, it was the 
less wealthy north-east where spending 
was highest, at £591, while in affluent 
London it was just £473. The figures 
also mask big variations. The Halifax 
figures show that spending increased 


debts grow 

by eight per cent compared to the previ¬ 
ous year, but only 29 per cent admitted 
to spending more than in 2014. Of those 
who did increase their expenditure, 18 
per cent said they did so by a whopping 
£200 or more. 

Giles Martin, head of Halifax savings, 
says the average Briton will need to save 
£36 a week if they are to avoid coming 
unstuck after Christmas. He said: “With 
the typical cost of Christmas increasing 
to more than £500, and the hangover 
stretching to a third of the year for 
some, it’s never too early to think about 
how you will pay for it.”

The data 
collected is drawn from across 
the world to compare the health 
outcomes of the NHS with those 
of leading developed countries. 
The findings and figures are 
shocking. The new report reveals 
that annual avoidable deaths 
from common serious diseases, 
such as breast, prostate can¬ 
cer and stroke, are over 46,000 
higher in the UK than in countries 
with the best health outcomes 
for each condition. 

The Editorial Board agreed 
that expecting us to be best in 
every category was unrealistic 
and so the report compares us 
against the 12th best in health 
outcomes, yet still 17,000 peo¬ 
ple die. 

Using the survival rates of 
each condition from the 12th 
best performing country, and ap¬ 
plying those to our own mortality 
rates, we have learnt shocking 
findings, for example 3,200 die 
each year from bowel cancer 
who would not have died if they 
lived in the Netherlands. 3,000 
die from a stroke who would not 
have died if they lived in Switzer¬ 
land. 

On many conditions, the UK is 
outperformed by countries that 
we might hope to do as well as, 
or better than, such as Belgium, 
Canada, Denmark, France, Ice¬ 
land, Malta, the Netherlands, 
and Sweden. And we are also 
outranked in a variety of condi¬ 
tions by countries that may come 
as a surprise, such as Chile, the 
Czech Republic, Estonia, Latvia, 
Poland, Slovakia, Slovenia, and 
Turkey. 

UK health spending has in¬ 
creased each year since 2005. If 
it was just a question of spend¬ 
ing why do countries who spend 
less than or close to the same as 
we do on healthcare - Australia, 
Finland and Israel for example 
- still outperform us on many 
conditions? I have called on the 
Government to set up an urgent 
inquiry to examine the poor per¬ 
formance of the NHS compared 
to countries with similar health 
systems offering universal ac¬ 
cess, and to identify lessons that 
can be learnt on funding and de¬ 
livery of the UK health service.

CAN CARE HOME MAKE ME PAY FEES FOR WHEN MUM WAS 
IN HOSPITAL PRIOR TO HER DEATH? 


Q: My mother recently died in hospital, having been taken there seven weeks earlier from the private Care Home where she had lived for four years. 

The care costs had eaten most of her savings, but as sole beneficiary of her Will I had been looking forward to receiving what was left. However, I have now 
received a letter from the Care Home requesting payment of fees for the time she spent in hospital, together with other costs she had incurred. Can I be held liable 
to pay this now she has died? 

A: When someone dies owing money their debts unfortunately do not die with them. They must be paid out of the person’s estate. 

It may be the case that the deceased had taken out an insurance policy which would pay out on their death and which is of sufficient value to cover the debt. If 
however there is not enough available cash, either through such a policy or in savings, then property and personal possessions must be sold to raise the funds to 
cover the debt. If this should happen it is important not to sell anything for no more than its current market value, as if it is sold above market value the sale will 
incur a taxable charge. 


If there is insufficient funds in the deceased’s estate to clear the debt even after possessions have been sold, the debt will not pass on to a family member of the 
deceased unless that individual was involved in a joint loan with the deceased or has guaranteed a loan for them. Debts owed by and indeed owed to the deceased 
must be cleared before any distribution of the deceased’s estate can take place, so the executors of the estate must immediately be informed of any outstanding 
debts either way.

We should make it clear to all illegal mi¬ 
grants that are currently in the UK, at Cal¬ 
ais or trying to enter the EU that they will 
never be able to settle in the UK or gain 
British citizenship if they have entered the 
UK illegally and they will face deportation 
when they are found. 

Asylum seekers must have applied for 
asylum in the first European country they 
arrive in, we could enter into an agreement 
with the rest of the EU to take a proportion¬ 


ally fair number of genuine asylum seekers. 
Asylum seekers should only be allowed to 
remain in the UK while their home country 
remains unsafe as it’s detrimental to the 
country they are fleeing from for them to 
stay in the country they seek asylum when 
rebuilding their own country gets under 
way. All foreign workers who work in the 
UK should lose the right to all benefits and 
should only be able to claim benefits from 
their own country, if they cannot find work 
within three months they should have to 
return to their own country. 

All foreign nationals that are currently 
working, studying, seeking asylum or being 


held in jail or detention centres or are new 
arrivals into the country should be photo¬ 
graphed and have their DNA and finger¬ 
prints recorded, this would help to identify 
known and future criminals. I believe it’s 
unfair to offer 50,000 EU workers working 
in the NHS British citizenship and the right 
to remain without offering that to foreign 
workers from outside the EU who also work 
in the NHS, I do believe we wouldn’t need 
so many foreign workers if we invested 
more in training and also stopped dumbing 
down pay and conditions

Conmen tried 
to enter house

workers to try to get into a house.

30s, approximately 5ft 6in tall and of a 
slim build. He was described as being 
clean-shaven, having short cropped 
mousy-brown hair and a thin face and 
nose.

THE death of a four-month-old 
baby could have been prevented 
had errors not been made during 
her birth at hospital. 

Ivy Morris died after collapsing at 
home, just months after being born 
with severe perinatal hypoxic ischae¬ 
mic brain damage. 

Coroner John Ellery ruled that because 
of ineffective monitoring of Ivy’s heartbeat 
during her birth and a delayed second stage 
of labour which caused her life limiting 
needs, the baby from Oswestry was vulner¬ 
able to bronchopneumonia. 

Ivy was born at the Princess Royal Hospi¬ 
tal in Telford with life-changing needs after 
suffering from hypoxia - a lack of oxygen 
reaching the tissue. Ivy had a prolonged 
stay in hospital and on going home she 
required food through a nasogastric tube. 
When she was seen to become unresponsive 
on May 3 her father called an ambulance 
and started resuscitation. She was rushed 
to hospital but was pronounced dead. Mr 
Ellery said: “Ivy Morris died from natural 
causes where death would have been pre¬ 
vented had appropriate monitoring taken 
place in the second stage of labour. The 
second stage of labour was delayed which 
added to the period of hypoxia and the se¬ 
verity of Ivy’s hypoxic ischaemic brain in¬ 
jury at birth. As a result of her avoidable 
injuries, Ivy was vulnerable to broncho¬ 
pneumonia, a condition from which she 
suffered in the months following her birth. 
On May 3, 2016 Ivy collapsed at home fol¬ 
lowing an episode of bronchopneumonia 
and did not recover.” 

Hospital bosses have apologised for the 
errors made during Ivy’s birth. 


THE trust which controls Shrop¬ 
shire’s two main hospitals has 
bucked the trend by not increasing 
its car parking charges in the past 
year. 

It comes as figures show a third 
of hospital trusts in England have 
increased their charges in the same 
time frame. Some are now charging 


as much as £4 for a one-hour stay, 
with a third increasing their average 
charge for a three-hour period. 

Health bosses recently said park¬ 
ing charges at the Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital and Telford’s Princess 
Royal Hospital, both run by Shrews¬ 
bury and Telford Hospital Trust, are 
still among the cheapest in the coun¬ 


try with people being able to park 
for up to 30 minutes without charge, 
and paying £3.50 for five hours or 
more. New number plate recogni¬ 
tion technology became operational 
at the Princess Royal Hospital in 
Telford in June this year. It was 
launched at the Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital in 2013. 


Shortage of 
councillors 
brings fears 
for future 

A VILLAGE council has found itself 
with just two members and unable to 
operate. 

Llanfechain Community Council 
usually has eight councillors who 
meet monthly to discuss and make de¬ 
cisions on items affecting the village 
and surrounding area. 

But the two remaining councillors, 
Brian Ellis and Sue Challoner, had to 
cancel its October meeting because 
the council needs three members 
present to legally operate. 

Powys Council Council is expected 
to co-opt its local county councillor to 
the lower tier authority so it can con¬ 
tinue to function. 

Community council clerk, Dianne 
Crecraft, said: “The regular scheduled 
meeting of Llanfechain Community 
Council, which was to have been held 
on October 4, was cancelled as due to 
a number of resignations of council¬ 
lors, the council is not quorate. The 
council is unable to function unless 
more members of the community can 
be co-opted in the very near future. 

“If this state of affairs continues, 
the community council will no longer 
exist.” 

Powys County Council intends to 
appoint County Councillor Gwynfor 
Thomas as a community councillor 
in a temporary measure. This will en¬ 
sure that the council will be able to 
function and fulfil basic obligations 
until the end of the current electoral 
term. The clerk said that if, after the 
elections, the number of councillors is 
still below the minimum requirement, 
a special review will take place to de¬ 
cide whether a merger with another 
community could be seen as a future 
way forward for the council, or to 
even disband Llanfechain Community 
Council altogether.

Agents receive update 
on council plans work

PLANNING applications approv¬ 
al rates reached over 90 per cent 
during 2015/16, local planning 
agents have been told by Powys 
County Council. 

The agents heard about improve¬ 
ments to planning services at the 
council’s last agents’ forum. 

Sixteen agents attended forum, which 
takes place every six months, and allows 
the council to update planning agents on 
recent and proposed changes to legislation 
as well as changes within the council’s 
planning services. 

The agents heard at the meeting that 91 
per cent of applications were determined by 
the council within the time period required 
between April and June 2016, compared to 
43 per cent during the same time period 
last year. 

They also heard that the percentage 
of appeals dismissed by Welsh Govern¬ 
ment Inspectors rose from 65 per cent in 
2014/2015 to 73 per cent in 2015/16. Perfor¬ 
mance figures over 66 per cent in this area 
is considered by the Welsh Government to 
be “good”. 

As part of the latest forum, agents were 
given an update on the work around the 
council’s Local Development Plan and were 
also given a built heritage update. 

Cllr Avril York, Cabinet Member for Re¬ 
generation and Planning, said: “Planning 
provides an important public service and 
plays a key role in the regeneration of the 
county.”

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NEWS IN BRIEF 


Rights of way 
problems plea 

WALKERS, landowners and residents 
are being urged by Powys County 
Council to report problems they en¬ 
counter on its rights of way network. 

The council’s Countryside Services 
team want to hear of any problems 
people find on the network so work 
can take place. The call for reports 
comes as the county enters autumn 
and winter, one of the busiest periods 
of the year for the team. 

The team has recently rolled out 
Quick Response (QR) codes on over 
1,260 structures which allows anyone 
to report a problem with a particular 
structure. 

Cllr John Powell, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for countryside services, said: 
“Storms and other extreme weather 
can cause problems on the county’s 
path network at this time of year, 
with floods and high winds damaging 
footbridges and bringing down trees 
that block paths.” 

The councillor added: “We often 
rely on reports from the public to 
alert us to problems.” 

Buildings group 
receives funding 

A GROUP looking at selling buildings 
currently used by Shropshire Council, 
police, and health services, has been 
given £60,000 to work on its plans. 

Shropshire Estates Partnership has 
been working on proposals, under the 
One Public Estate Programme that 
could see some police, ambulance, fire, 
housing and probation organisations 
working out of the same buildings. 

The partnership has been given the 
money by the Cabinet Office and Local 
Government Association and it is on 
top of £50,000 it received earlier this 
year. 

Councillor Michael Wood, Shrop¬ 
shire Council’s cabinet member for 
corporate support, said the money 
would be used to come up with plans 
to share buildings and reduce running 
costs. 


Tree of light fundraiser 
will support Hope House

THOUSANDS of pounds will be 
given to provide care and sup¬ 
port to life-limited children, 
young people and their families 
thanks to Telford’s Tree of Light. 

For the first time some of the mon¬ 
ey raised from the annual display at 
Telford Town Centre will go to Hope 
House Children’s Hospital based at 
Morda near Oswestry. 

The amount raised is usually split be¬ 
tween Severn Hospice and charities chosen 
by rotary clubs from Wrekin, Telford Cen¬ 
tre, Wellington and Ironbridge. 

Around £10,000 is expected to be raised 
for the charity thanks to the partnership 
and could fund activities for ill children and 
help cover the costs of staff and training 
for more than 12 months. Hope House has 
been added to the roster because both the 
charity and the Tree of Light will celebrate 
their 21st anniversaries this year. 

Lynsey Kilvert, Hope House’s area fund¬ 
raiser for Shropshire and Powys, said: “It’s 
a crazy amount of money. For Hope House, 
£4,000 could fund a whole year of activity 
for brothers and sisters to share their feel¬ 
ings and experiences with counsellors. 

“Around £2,000 could cover families 
using our snowflake suite, a living area 
and bathroom where families can spend 
time after a child dies and see bereavement 
councillors.” 

Members of the rotary club visited Hope 
House to see where their donations would 
be going. 

They were able to meet the families that 
the charity helps, and see what services are 
provided to those with life-limited children. 

The Tree of Light display provides the 
opportunity for people to commemorate 
people who have died. Names are displayed 
on lists around the tree itself, and around 
Telford Town Centre.

Anger over 
late railway 
cancellations 

RAIL passengers have hit out after 
several were left stranded at train 
stations through the busy summer 
months because of cancelled services. 

Montgomeryshire AM Russell 
George says he has been inundated 
with complaints from angry constitu¬ 
ents who were left stranded at railway 
station platforms over the summer. 

In questions to the Welsh Govern¬ 
ment, Mr George, sought answers 
on behalf of commuters who were 
stranded on stations - including 
Welshpool and Newtown - on the 
Cambrian Line between Shrewsbury 
and Aberystwyth as a result of re¬ 
peated train cancellations. 

Mr George said: “Over the summer, 
angry constituents have contacted 
me to complain that services on the 
Cambrian Line have been cancelled 
with little or no notice, leaving them 
stranded on the platform, without any 
public information or replacement 
bus services. 

“This is unacceptable and I was 
pleased that I had the opportunity to 
raise the matter with the cabinet sec¬ 
retary for transport, Ken Skates AM.” 

Mr Skates said the current fran¬ 
chise was not fit for purpose.

MP calls for more 
action on ivory 

NORTH Shropshire MP Owen Pater¬ 
son has welcomed global progress on 
wildlife protection but says more can 
still be done to protect elephants and 
rhinos from poachers. 

Delegates at the UN wildlife confer¬ 
ence endorsed calls for the closure of 
all domestic ivory markets. 

The non-binding proposal was ap¬ 
proved at a meeting of the Convention 
on International Trade in Endangered 
Species in South Africa. 

Mr Paterson said: “We want to 
increase the pressure globally and 
go further, widespread bans should 
have already happened - especially in 
China. 

“Indeed, while the trade is legal, 
rational investors know that to buy 
ivory is to invest in a product whose 
value can only increase, as soon we 
will run out of elephants.”

A COUNCIL will be offering residents 
cheap energy prices, and looking to 
make extra income at the same time. 

Shropshire Council has teamed 
up with the energy company SSE 
in a partnership that Nic Laurens, 
council cabinet member for income 
generation, says is “great news” for 
residents. 

The plans mean the council will 
receive a payment for each customer 
signing up to SSE’s community tar¬ 
iff - five to 10 per cent lower than the 
company’s standard tariff. 

Councillor Laurens said: “This is 
great news for Shropshire Council, for 
Shropshire residents, and for SSE’s 
Shropshire customers. The model 
put forward by SSE offers a discount 
to residents from a well-known and 
established brand, and will generate 
income for the council.” 

Shropshire Council says it will not 
be ‘selling’ the tariff, but will be pro¬ 
moting the offer available to Shrop¬ 
shire residents. 


Communities will get share of 
£50,000 wind farm cashpot 


COMMUNITIES affected by 
the construction of a wind 
farm in Mid Wales will benefit 
from a slice of a £50,000 pot, 
it has been announced. 

Developers of the Tirgwynt 
wind farm, between Carno and 
Cefn Coch, said residents who 
either live in the vicinity of the 
wind farm or along the turbine 
delivery route are set to benefit 
from some of the fund totalling 
£49,200 per year for the lifetime 
of the wind farm. 

The announcement comes as the 
firm say construction is largely com¬ 
plete on the wind farm, with all 12 tur¬ 
bines erected and three now producing 
electricity. 

Andy Black, director of Awel 
Newydd Cyf, said: “Our local contrac¬ 
tors have been doing an excellent job, 
and it’s inspiring to see the turbines 
spinning and contributing to Wales’s 
renewable energy targets, cutting car¬ 
bon emissions and helping keep the 
lights on. 

“All construction works have been 
carried out with careful consideration 
for the habitats, vegetation and wild¬ 
life in the area. 

“We know that the majority of peo¬ 
ple in Wales support onshore wind, the 
UK’s cheapest renewable technology, 
and we’ve been working closely with 
the local farmers who own the land at 
Tirgwynt to help sustain local farming 
communities. 

“We want to make sure all people 
who may have been affected by con¬ 
struction have the opportunity to 
share the benefits from the wind farm, 
so we are making the community trust 
fund available to everyone living near 
the abnormal load delivery route as 
well as near the turbines, and eventu¬ 
ally all of Montgomeryshire. 

“We’ve already had expressions 
of interest from many local groups -

Wind farm equipment was transported through several Mid Wales communities including Welshpool 


ranging from local sports associations, 
to support groups for people with spe¬ 
cial needs and food banks.” 

The trusts are in the process of 
being set up and are expected to be 
able to disburse grants from early 
next year. 

As host communities, Carno and 
Dwyriw will both receive a share of 


the fund added to their existing wind 
farm funds. 

Awel Newydd is also setting up a 
new trust fund on the same model to 
benefit the residents of the communi¬ 
ties along the delivery route from the 
site as far as Pant. 

This fund will be open to applica¬ 
tions from residents of the seven com¬ 


munities along the delivery route for 
the first five years - Castle Caereinion, 
Carreghofa, Llanymynech and Pant, 
Llandrinio and Arddleen, Llandysilio, 
Llanfair Caereinion and Welshpool. 

After that it will be opened up to 
also include grant applications from 
the wider community of Montgomer¬ 
yshire. 


New report 
reveals air 
drone alert 

A FOUR-seater aircraft flying over 
Mid Wales was almost hit by a drone, 
it has been revealed. 

The incident was one of hundreds 
of near-misses in the skies caused by 
drones, according to new reports re¬ 
leased by investigators. 

Nationally, over 11 days in June 
of this year there were seven near 
collisions with the remote controlled 
drones. 

The Jabiru, flying near Welshpool 
on June 23 at 11.35am, spotted a 
white drone flying near to the air¬ 
craft’s path. 

It was one of only three incidents 
involving drones that happened out¬ 
side the London and the South East, 
known as the world’s busiest skies. 

All the incidents were discussed at 
a monthly meeting of the UK Airprox 
Board. 

A report released by the board said 
the pilot spotted the white drone 
about 50m below him in the 11 o’clock 
position, before it rose sharply and 
moved into the two o’clock position, 
about 100ft above him. 

The report says: “He lost sight of 
it against the white cloud and behind 
his wing. 

“He commented that he was well 
inside the Welshpool ATZ and that 
the presence of the drone was a need¬ 
less distraction. 

“He noted that he was surprised at 
the speed at which the drone moved 
and the difficulty in judging distance 
with a small fast-moving object. 

“He assessed the risk of collision as 
‘low.’” 

It is believed that there are about 
100,000 drones flying in the UK and 
that the number is increasing. 

Official figures last month revealed 
that the number of near-misses in¬ 
volving drones had grown from 29 last 
year to 46 so far this year. 

Currently there are no laws or 
specific regulations limiting the 
maximum height for the operation 
of drones that weigh 7kg or less and 
there are no restrictions limiting the 
operation of drones in controlled air¬ 
space if they weigh 7kg or less.

Parliament told 
of road problems 

ROAD safety on the Shropshire/ 
Welsh border near Oswestry has been 
raised in Parliament. 

Welsh Secretary Alun Cairns prom¬ 
ised talks between the British and the 
Welsh Government over the transport 
infrastructure after a question in the 
House of Commons. 

Clwyd South MP, Susan Elan Jones 
asked for news on the road infrastruc¬ 
ture on both sides of the border, in 
particular the A5/A483 from Shrop¬ 
shire north to Wrexham and the effect 
road safety issues had on the Chirk 
area. 

There have been a spate of acci¬ 
dents on the Chirk bypass, which car¬ 
ries both trunk roads on one single 
carriageway highway. 

Replying to her question on 
Wednesday last week, the Secretary of 
State said Miss Elan Jones had made 
an important point. “This is being 
looked at as part of the North Wales 
Growth Deal and the inter-connec- 
tivety with Manchester, Merseyside 
and North Wales,” he said. 

Water firm set 
for a takeover 

A WATER company that provides ser¬ 
vices to parts of North Shropshire is 
set to be taken over in a deal that val¬ 
ues the group at £71 million. 

Dee Valley Water provides water 
services to areas around Chirk, Over- 
ton and Bronington. 

Now it is to be taken over by a new 
company which has been set up by 
London-based infrastructure invest¬ 
ment company Ancala Partners. Dee 
Valley chief executive Ian Plender- 
leith said: “The Board of Dee Valley 
believes that Ancala is well-respected 
as a long-term UK investor in the in¬ 
frastructure sector and will be able to 
support Dee Valley’s strategy of pro¬ 
viding the highest level of customer 
service and value for money.” 

Last year Dee Valley notched up 
revenue of £23.1 million. 


Couple awarded Liberty 
honour for justice fight

THE parents of a young recruit 
who lost her life at the notori¬ 
ous Deepcut army barracks have 
been presented with a prestig¬ 
ious human rights award. 

Des James and his wife Doreen 
have been fighting for justice for their 
daughter Cheryl for 21 years. 

On November 27, 1995, at the age of 18 
Cheryl was found dead at the army camp 
from a single gunshot wound. Despite two 
inquests and a re-investigation by Surrey 
police it remains unclear what happened 
to Cheryl in the final moments before she 
died. 

Last night (Wednesday) the couple from 
Llanymynech near Oswestry were hon¬ 
oured by the human rights organisation 
Liberty for their fight for justice and Mr 
James accepted the award at the Royal 
Court Hotel in London. 

He stated that he accepted the award 
not only for Cheryl and three other young 
recruits who died at the barracks but also 
“in support of the many young recruits who 
allege they were abused at the camp and 
whose cases have never been investigated”. 

The second inquest on Cheryl was held 
this year where it was ruled that Cheryl 
took her own life. Mr James said many felt 
the evidence pointed to an open verdict. 

Despite everything that has happened 
Mr James says there had never been a time 
when he regretted pushing for an inquiry. 

Mr James said: “The most conservative 
estimate of soldiers who have made allega¬ 
tions about the camp is 50, although no one 
knows how many to be sure because no one 
has investigated that. Not even the MOD. 

Some of the allegations are truly horrific.” 

The couple are calling for a public inquiry 
into allegations of physical, sexual and psy¬ 
chological abuse at Deepcut between 1993 

and 2002. Doreen and Des James have been fighting for more than 20 years for justice for their daughter 



MP spells 
out his view 
on the NHS 

THOUSANDS of people will continue 
to die prematurely until the country 
accepts the NHS is no longer the best 
health service in the world, North 
Shropshire MP Owen Paterson has 
claimed. 

The MP has said it is time to “de¬ 
bunk the myth” that the UK has the 
best healthcare system in the world. 

Mr Paterson presented a report 
commissioned by the UK2020 think 
tank, which he founded, that con¬ 
cludes the UK lags behind other simi¬ 
lar countries in health outcomes. 

The Conservative MP also called 
for an inquiry into the performance of 
the NHS against international com¬ 
parisons. 

The report concludes that annual 
avoidable deaths from common se¬ 
rious diseases, such as breast and 
prostate cancer and stroke, are about 
46,000 higher in the UK than if it per¬ 
formed as well as the countries with 
the best health outcomes. 

Mr Paterson said: “We simply do 
not have the best healthcare system in 
the world and the sooner we debunk 
the myth... the sooner we can square 
up to the reality and start improving 
our healthcare system.”

Cello built in 
just one week 


WHEN the sounds of the strings sec¬ 
tion fill the air at a classical concert 
the last thing on the minds of the 
audience is how the instruments are 
made. 

In an art gallery in Oswestry, not 
one but four craftsmen and women 
have spent a week creating a hand 
built instrument together. 

The four, Kai-Thomas Roth, Helen Michet¬ 
schlager, William Castle, and Marc Soubeyran, 
usually work on their own to produce stringed 
instruments. 

But a link-up with one of Britain’s top music 
conservatoires has seen them become a tight 
knit team. 

They met up at the Willow Art Gallery in 
Oswestry to build a concert cello for an Oswestry 
musician. 

Mr Castle, from Whixall, said that with Mr 
Soubeyran based in Ludlow and the others in 
Manchester and Somerset, Oswestry had been 
the ideal venue for the project. 

He said: “We first met at the Royal Northern 
College of Music. The college had been given a

grant to enable its strings musicians to learn 
more about their instruments. We got together 
and decided that, if we worked together, we 
could make a cello in a week, during which time 
the students could follow the process. At the 
end of the week the instrument was played in 
a concert.” 

The project proved so successful that the four 
have returned three times since to repeat their 
instrument building. 

“At the latest workshop cello player, Sylvia 
Reverdy saw us working and asked us to build 
her a concert cello,” he said. 

He said that creating an instrument in just a 
week required intense concentration and team¬ 
work. But he said he was delighted with the re¬ 
sult and he said the four worked well together. 

He said: “We talk about what has to be done 
and which pieces will be made by each of us. 
Because there are times when glue has to set 
overnight before the next stage we have had to 
be very focused and organised. 

“Instrument making can be a very solitary oc¬ 
cupation so we all enjoy working together.”

VISITORS have backed a campaign to save 
historic buildings at a railway station. 

Gobowen station, on the Shrewsbury to Chester 
line, was opened to give people an insight into plans 
to run the platform buildings as a community en¬ 
terprise. 

A Save Our Station appeal has been launched. 

Campaigners says the properties, from traditional Vic¬ 
torian to an ornate, Italian-style building, could be bought 
for £150,000. 

Restoring them will cost further money. An open day was 
held at the station in the village to explain more about the 
plans. 

Spokeswoman Sheila Dee said there was already commu¬ 
nity involvement at the station thanks to the cafe run by 
Derwen College, which specialises in education for young 
people with learning disabilities. 

Earlier this month the station won two community rail 
awards. 

One was for working with the college, which uses the 
cafe for valuable work experience for students, the other 
was for the “loo with a view” award. Students had been 
involved in painting the public toilets with a mural of the 
African savannah. 

Theresa Edwards, who supervises the cafe students, said 
the college was keen to work with the station group. 

“The cafe is brilliant. It educates the public, showing 
that yes students might have learning disability but they 
can still do the same job as everyone else,” she said. “It 
is an asset to the village and the community as a whole.” 

Shropshire Council has listed the booking office and 
waiting room of the station buildings as an asset of com¬ 
munity value.

A real monster 
harvest at farm 


A MONSTER harvest of pumpkins is 
reaping rewards for a farm shop in 
the run up to Halloween. 

Richard and Lynda Jones have been 
growing pumpkins at Llynclys Hall Farm 
near Oswestry for the last 20 years - ever 
since they were inspired during a holiday 
to America during the Autumn. 

“We had gone to the Appalachian mountains 
to see the colours of the fall and were amazed at 
how many pumpkins were in the fields. 

“We planted our first crop the next year,” he 
said. 

Like the pumpkins themselves the farm’s har¬ 
vest has grown and grown. 

This year Mr Jones estimates that the farm 
has produced 40,000 pumpkins, squashes and 
gourds of all shapes and sizes, on just eight acres 
of land. 

He said: “We are not sure why but it has been 
a great year for pumpkins. 

“I might be that that hot week we had back in 
June got them off to a good start.” 

Many of the items are sold at the farm’s own 
shop, but others are sent across the region to

markets and other shops, ready to be carved and 
eaten in thousands of homes. 

“The craze for pumpkins has certainly taken 
off in Britain,” Mr Jones said. 

This year the farm shop has opened a Hallow¬ 
een play barn for children that includes a special 
skittles alley, using tiny pumpkins as balls. 

Visitors to the shop can also grab recipe sheets 
to make sure that people have a use for the mid¬ 
dle of the pumpkin, and that it is not thrown 
away when children carve the shell. 

“There is nothing nicer than pumpkin soup on 
a cold day,” Mr Jones said. 

He added: “And pumpkin bread is delicious as 
is roasted pumpkin.” 

Families from near and far have been arriv¬ 
ing at Llynclys Hall Farm over recent days and 
weeks to pick up their pumpkins for their sea¬ 
sonal celebrations. 

As well as the activities at Llynclys Hall Farm, 
many other attractions around the Oswestry 
and Welshpool area have a whole host of events 
planned to celebrate Halloween as well events to 
celebrate Bonfire Night.

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Outwardly the Ateca is as good-looking as any other SUV on the UK market 

SEAT'S Ateca SUV 
could snatch sales 


By Graham Breeze_ 

Many would say the SUV sector is 
already overcrowded so why would 
SEAT launch the Ateca - and expect 
to be successful? 

And they do expect to be successful, 
in fact they are positively raving about 
their latest newcomer, which they claim 
will grab sales from the all-conquering 
Nissan Qashqai as well as Ford Kuga. 

It’s all about image at SEAT these 
days and bosses see the Ateca taking 
the brand a step further, predicting the 
company’s UK market share will rocket 
from 54 per cent to 75 per cent with 
this latest arrival - promising a baby 
brother for 2017. 

SEAT revealed the Ateca to the 
eagerly waiting UK press recently and 
it’s easy to see why bosses are so 
upbeat because the big news is pricing 
with a range from £17,990 to £29,990, 
significantly undercutting the main 
opposition. 

Launching the Ateca has been a 
massive investment for SEAT coming 
after a disappointing drop in sales 
for the company during 2015. So 
the model has to be dead right if the 
predicted and unprecedented growth 
is to happen in the UK. Early signs 
suggest all will be well with an order 
book hinting that supply meeting 
demand may be an issue. 

The Ateca becomes SEAT’S third 
brand pillar alongside Ibiza and Leon 
and at launch there are five trim levels 


S, SE, First Edition, SE Technology 
and Excellence with trim and 
technology packages to match. All 
the signs suggest it may become as 
important to the company as Ibiza 
and Leon have. 

There’s a choice of five engines, 
two petrol 1 .OTSi 115 and 1.4 TSi 
150, and three diesels, 1.6TDi 115, 
2.0 TDi 150 and 190 with four wheel 
drive available on both the 2.0 TDi 
engines. 

Outwardly the Ateca is as good- 
looking as any other SUV on the 
UK market, but you wouldn’t say it 
stands out and I’m not sure SEAT 
has done enough inside either. 
Behind the wheel it’s typically 
SEAT but I wanted to be oozing 
compliments about the fascia but 
found little to excite. 

So how will the Ateca gain all these 
predicted sales? Well pound for 
pound it’s easily the best buy in the 
SUV sector and back that up with 
surprisingly low running costs and 
you can see where all the hype is 
coming from. 

Expect the 1.6TDi to be the best 
seller in both private and fleet 
sectors. I drove the TDi Ecomotive 
115PS 6-speed manual which goes 
on sale at £21,900 though you will 
need to cough up another £4,000 
if you want a navigation system 
which includes an 8” touchscreen 
system; winter and advanced 
driving packs which give you heated 


seats, headlight washers, blind 
spot detection and rear cross traffic 
alerts; LED headlights; park assist; 
17” bi-colour alloys and tinted rear 
windows. 

But you can expect 65.7mpg with 
C02 emission levels at only 113g/ 
km, 0-62mph in 11.5seconds and a 
top speed of 114mph. 

I didn’t get the opportunity to test 
the Ateca off-road with top of the 
range models benefitting from a, 
now common, system giving the 
driver a choice of 4Drive or Snow 
option motoring. 

You sit high up and all-round 
visibility is excellent. There’s more 
room inside than most families will 
ever need with leg room in plenty 
supply and space for three rear seat 
passengers. 

The boot is impressively deep with 
a false floor and rear seats fold away 
neatly to give that extra room when 
needed. 

I’ve rarely seen a motor 
manufacturer more bullish about 
a new product. But cost is a major 
factor in the SUV sector and SEAT 
has been careful to be better than 
Nissan, Renault, Ford, Kia and 
Flyundai when it comes to parting 
with your hard earned money. 

I’ve a feeling SEAT bosses may 
soon be celebrating a few sales 
awards.

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New Scenic exceeds all expectations 



20-inch alloys are standard across all trims Built for people who don’t actually want an SUV but quite fancy the looks and practicality of one

Car manufacturers regularly call their latest 
offerings ‘all-new’ when they’re actually an 
amalgamation of warmed-up leftovers, but 
in the case of the fourth-generation Scenic 
it’s really true. 

Renault has described the new Scenic as 
an “apres SUV”, built for people who don’t 
actually want an SUV but quite fancy the looks 
and practicality of one. Many customers, 
though, are expected to be the sort of people 
who would otherwise opt for a Citroen C4 
Picasso or a VW Golf SV. 

There’s certainly something SUV-like about 
the looks. There’s plenty of ground clearance, 
a high beltline and some plastic body 
cladding that hints at ruggedness without 
explicitly promising it. For all that, though, just 
one aspect of the Scenic’s styling grabs the 
attention. Those 20-inch alloys seen in these 
pictures are no trademark of the top-of-the- 
range, all-singing, all-dancing version but a 
standard feature on each and every trim level. 
They fill the arches nicely, as you’d expect, 
and because the car has been designed 
around them, they give it a powerful stance. 

Inside, there’s a relatively premium feel, 
with a large central touchscreen flanked by 
some solid-feeling switchgear and soft-touch 
plastic. 

When it comes to family cars, practicality 
may not be the be-all and end-all, but it isn’t 
far off. Renault has designed this Scenic to be 
among the most capacious in the segment, 
and the newcomer’s claimed 572-litre boot is 
certainly competitive. 


But there’s more to practicality than boot 
space, and the Scenic offers plentiful storage 
options, ranging from a drawer-like glove 
box to underfloor bins. There’s a drawer 
under the driver’s seat, too, and the rear 
seats are available with aeroplane-style tray 
tables. 

The one catch with these tables, though, 
is a slight reduction in rear legroom, but that 


shouldn’t be an issue unless you’re planning 
on regularly transporting members of the 6ft 
club. 

On driving an all-new car, it’s very easy to 
have a preconceived idea of what it will be 
like to drive - normally an accurate one. You 
would have thought, then, that the Scenic 
would be like all MPVs: a bit wallowy and a bit 
vague, but mostly just dull. 


It’s our pleasure to report, however, that 
the Renault exceeds all expectations. The 
steering, for example, is heavier than you 
might expect, but in a good way. It feels more 
solid than that of rivals, and it makes the 
Scenic very easy to place on the road. 

You expect cars of this ilk to roll a lot through 
the corners, too, but the Renault just wafts on 
through, displaying impressive levels of body 


control and grip for a car so tall. Amazingly, 
it’s quite good fun to drive. Better still, the 
20-inch alloys really are fine. You expect 
cars with such huge wheels to be firm and 
jiggly when you get them on the road, but the 
Scenic actually rides quite well. The engineers 
have shod those alloys in tyres with the same 
profile as the outgoing car’s 17-inch tyres, so 
they soak up the bumps nicely, and the well- 
tuned suspension works a treat.
